Senator AVilliam Green was called into conference with Governor 
Cox and Rev. T. Irving Reese and George \V. La tumor, member 
of the state board of. arbitration, at which the Akron question 
was considered in all its phases. It was explained thai Senator 
Green was appealeel to because of his wide experience with labor 
disputes while connected with the Cnited Mine Workers. 


Will Not Send Militia 


The mayor of Akron

pealed to Governor Cox on sev- 
eral occasions to send several 
companies of the state militia to 
the scene at onee, it being ex- 
plained that violence was expect- 
ed at any moment. However, the 
j»et result of Saturday's confer- 
ence was the decision to continue 
negotiations for peace and mean- 
time to compel the local authori- 
ties to preserve order.
